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1. During September 1948, the various Reichsbahndirektionen were 
seriously handicapped in their operations by a shortage of cars 
which made it impossible for them to take care of all the traffic. 
fs a result of the good potato and grain harvest, an unusually high 
number of cars was required during this month. The situation was 
aggravated by the fact that the return of cars from the western 
zones had come almost to a standstill and that the return of empty 
cars in general was slow. Magdeburg, for instance, reported that 
over fifty percent of cars from Berlin were overdue. At times, 
even shipments for Derutra and the occupation forces suffered delay 
for lack of available cars. With the exception of RBD Erfurtep, no 
interzonal exchange of goods was reported.
